Free coinage orators and writers have 


assured the farmers that the fall In their 
products was directly due to the fall in 
silver. "As sliver went down," they said, 
"your wheat went down, and silver went 
down because the mints were closed 
against it. Consequently, unless the mints 
goes up again, your"wheat must continue 
to fall." 


Intelligent farmers saw the fallacy of 


this, but many others were misled by it 
and were Inclined to vote for the man who 
promised to make money plentiful and 
double the price of their wheat.

Wo remember hearing a story of one 


of the rigidly orthodox preachers who 
devoted twelve Sundays to a series of ser- 
mons on "The Sins of the Babylonians." 
He was not unlike the people who are now 
much exorcised about "the crime of 1870," 
while they forget entirely the greatei 
crime of 1893. If there was a crime com- 
mitted in 1878, It Is twenty-three years 
old, and the statute of limitations bars 
proceedings. 


More than that, it Is a question not yet 


settled whether any crime was committed 
in 1873; but if it was, the extent of injury 
Is BO variously estimated that it partakes 
of the nature of Injury done by the sins ol 
the Babylonians, and ought to be rele- 
gated to the investigators of prehistoric 
remains who are digging In the works oi 
the mound builders. 
The crime of 1878 is 


not hurting anybody now, but the crime 
of 1892 is grinding men down to poverty 
and want, nnd lining our public roads 
with a procession of tramps. That is a 
crime worth investigating and worth the 
be«t efforts of the voters to correct it. 


The country was prosperous and Its peo- 


ple happy in 1893. The people could not 
live without work, but they had work at 
remunerative wages, and were prospering. 
But the demagogue got loose among them. 
He told them they were poor, and that 
they would have been rich If the crime ol 
1878 
had not been committed. He made 


the farmers believe that, Instead of being 
the most prosperous people In the world, 
they were the poorest. He took them in 
the spirit into high mountains and showed 
them the "gems from the mountain, the 
pearls from the ocean, the myrrh from the 
forest and the gold of the. mines," and said 
they should have all these tumbled Into 
their laps if they would elect him to con- 
gress and Cleveland to the presidency. 
That infernal lie was the inducement 
which led the poor dupes of free trade— 
the simple little ostriches—to stick their 
heads into the sand. 


When the McKinley protective tarlfl 


was voted down in the fall of 1893 the 
greatest crime of our nation's history was 
committed. 
"We stopped our national 


progress. We took from our own people, 
by the millions, their daily bread. We 
ceased to employ our own people, to manu- 
facture or otherwise produce what we 
needed for home consumption, and we 
employed men in England, France, Ger- 
many and Italy to do that work, and paid 
our money to men beyond the seas, in- 
stead of giving It to our own neighbors 
and countrymen. We thus brought want 
and misery to our own people. 


That crime is what we are now dealing 


with. That Is the whole point there is in 
the political campaign now in progress. 
We want to undo the crime of 1893, and 
punish the perpetrators of it. That Is 
what this election is about and nothing 
else.—Meadville Tribune-Republican. 


SOME QUEER DUELS. 


One Combat Which Was Averted by the 


Choice of Weapon*. 


Dueling is, indeed, not without Its 


comic incidents. Only a few years ago a 
sensible yonng Irishman, who was visiting 
Spain, was for Borne imaginary insult chal- 
lenged by n noblo hidalgo. 
The matter 


was referred to seconds, that of the Irish- 
man being u fan loving attache of the 
British embassy at Bladrid. As the chal- 
lenged party the son of Erin had the choice 
of weapons ami turned up on the ground 
with a pair of sJiillalahg, which he gwore 
were tho national weapons of his country, 
the only ones he was used to. Needless to 
say, that duel never came off. Not so long 
ago a fatal duel with umbrellas was re- 
corded. A certain M. Titard, a Parisian 
journalist, had found a lady friend of his 
at a tavern In company with one of hlg 
rivals.

Its RfenentH Conceded by Every Commu- 


nity In Which One Is In Effort. 


Edward W. Bok, in The Ladies' Home 


Journal, reviews the provisions and opera- 
tions of the curfew ordinance which, in 
variously modified forms, has been adopted 
by municipHl legislative bodies in the 
west. He gives hearty indorsement to the 
law and asserts that, although It met 
with general opposition at first, there is 
not a city or town in which it has been en- 
forced that would have it abolished. 


"Wherever the curfew ordinance has 


gone into effect," Mr. Bok contends, "its 
advantages have been conceded. This ia 
true now of over 300 towns and cities, 
lome as large in population as Omaha and 
Topeka. In each case the excellence of the 
law has become apparent, opposing par- 
ants have conceded its wisdom, and even 
children are said to be pleased with it. 
It 


has placed in the hands of the police a 
most effective weapon for clearing the 
streets of hoodlums at night, and in many 
C1I.SOS where disorder reigned at street cor- 
ners quietness, law and order now prevail. 
So well has the ordinance worked that re- 
ports gathered from not less than 40 of 
the towns where it is a law show that the 
Una or imprisonment penalty has not/ bcon 
inflicted in a single case. The first cau- 
tion has served the purpose. 


" These reports show, too, that the ordi- 


nance is not enforced in any oppressive 
manner. In the case of evening winter or 
summer entertainments which would keep 
the children out later than the curfew 
hour authority is easily obtained and 
readily granted by the mayor or town offi- 
cial for an extension of the time. Its rigid 
enforcement is applied most strictly to the 
hoodlum element, and with this class the 
police claim they have never been able to 
deal so successfully. It will be at onoe ob- 
vious to ail right minded parents, I think, 
that they should give the weight of theii 
influence to the curfew ordinance ",'herever 
it may be presented. Taken from any and 
every standpoint it is an excellent thing, 
and it may wisely be encouraged by par- 
ents all over onr land." 


WOMEN AS SHOPPERS. 


They Are Reaponiible For the Dying Out 


of Small Activities. 


"Work, as employment," writes Mrs. 


A. D. T. Whitney in The Ladies' Homo 
Jxirnal, "would be more available, better 
rewarded, if it could be done less in the 
mass, made more possible to the individ- 
ual, bo less monopolized in centers, forcing 
both labor and custom to crowd to a few 
engorging pointa 
I know co-operation 


and subdivision are great things; they en- 
able people to buy a great deal more than 
they really want, and the consolidation of 
trade builds up big fortunes. The question 
is, Are the right people benefited and in 
the right way? The fault lies greatly with 
purchasers and consumers. Women will 
crowd places where there are a thousand 
things they do not require for one that 
they really do — a card of buttons or a yard 
of ribbon, very likely, which any little 
modest haberdashery close by home might 
supply; hence the dying out of local trade, 
the cruel swallowing up of small activities, 
congested city streets and disgusting "gen 
eral jostle. 


"Why 
must every woman within SO 


miles of a large emporium make It her 
Mecca for devout, painful, perpetual pil- 
grimage? Why must she travel to and fro, 
push through wild throngs, risk her life 
ind limb, be rudely hustled and huddled 
in street cars, exhnust time and brains and 
money, endeavoring to explore all the stock 
in market, to choose the few things she 
can put on or fill her house with? And 
why need she do It all the time? Why 
could not some young person of agility and 
good taste represent a whole suburban 
uoighbo 'hood in all necessary reconnoit- 
ering, patterning, selecting, making her 
own living thereby? Why might she not 
consult, modify, adapt, to the exceeding re- 
lief, comfort, advantage of her employers? 
And why might not a suburban dealer be 
encouraged to ' carry' such a stock of chosen 
goods that far less retail shopping need be. 
done at the importing and trade centers? 
The trouble is that women won't depute; 
they will not be satisfied without ransack- 
ing for themselves, and, also, it is one of 
the devices, tuis 'going to town,' for filling 
up the time left empty by the supersedure 
of the old home employments. But ia it a 
real getting .and Iwviug? Is it life — worth 
living?"

What Blind Men Do. 


One is sometimes almost inclined to 


doubt if seeing is, after all, so necessary a 
sense as it seems to us who enjoy it. Blind 
people can, if they will, do so many things 
which we are apt to regard ns reserved for 
men and women with eyes. 


One of these is a blind gentleman of 


Paris, who has taken to riding the bicycle. 
He does not, indeed, attempt to ride en- 
tirely alone, but is accompanied by a 
friend, who touches him or his wheel from 
time to time in such a way as to assure 
him that he is getting in no one's way 
and that his way IB clear. 


Other blind persons have done things as 


remarkable as this. M. Edgar Guilbeau, 
a blind man who founded a museum for 
the Wind, was able to ride a horse, swim i 
in the river, go about alone through the 
streets of Paris and even to explore with- 
out a guide through the precipitous moun- 
tain region about Cauterets, in the Pyre- 
nees. He also wrote and publishedtwo vol- 
umes of poetry—not so remarkable an 
achievement for a blind person, since poet- 
ry and blindness ore often found in com- 
pany. 


A still more remarkable blind man was 


Vidal, the sculptor, who, indeed, learned 
his art while seeing and lost his sight at 
the age of 28. He was not discouraged by 
this calamity, but became a successful 
sculptor of animals. He was so proud of 
his triumph over misfortune that he signed 
all his works, "Vidul, aveugle"—Vidal, 
the blind man. 


John Marchant Mundy, an American 


blind sculptor, is the author of a statue of 
Washington Irving at Tarrytown, N. Y., 
which has been much admired.—Youth's 
Companion.
